There were 32 days 
with temperatures 90 degrees or 
above and 12 days with zero or be* 
low. 

Twenty-two inches of snow fell, 
and it with 24.97 inches of rain 
brought the total precipitation for 
the year to 27 inches which is 
slightly under normal,/ 

December helped to make the 
deficiency^ There was 
only .85 inch of precipitation last 
month. and of this 2 inches of snow 
accounted for about .20 inch of 
water. 

The warmest day in December 
was 53 degrees on the. 24th and the 
coldest, 4 degrees below zero on 
the 19th.

The church organization recently 
negotiated the purchase of the camp 
from Miss Sah Hansen for $55,000. 

The camp has been operated by 
Miss Hansen in recent years for 
Jewish girls of the Chicago area, 
and its sale necessitates a special 
permit for continued operation by 
new owjiers. 

The Rev, Luther C. Mueller, sec- 
retary of the synod, testified that 
the camp would be used during the 
summer for the religious training 
of children from the fourth - grade' to 
the' second year of high school. 
Adults would be there over a two- 
week period and they would com- 
prise church school teachers taking 
training for their work- 
Attorneys for the synod were Sid- 
ney Block s of Waukegan and Guii- 
nar Jensenius of Chicago. 

The camp is* situated south of 
Rte. 173 on the west side of Fox 
river, with an entrance through the 
James rd. The 120 acres and 13 
buildings are on what was one time 
the James farm.

The' commission has granted the 
Waukegan merchants the right to 
operate the bus on a 90-day trial 
basis. The one-way fare will be 
55c and the Waukegan merchants 
will pay for the return trip if there 
is a sales slip.

The action of the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission appeared unpre- 
cedented so far as bus service in 
this area is concerned.

j A bond issue, of $165,000 has been 
approved by. the voters and after; 
state approval is obtained ' bids for 
the work will bo. sought. 
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Economic Highlights 

The job of the Federal Reserve Board is an ex- 
ceedingly difficult one— as delicate as it is difficult 
and important. To a considerable extent the Board 
has the power to decide how much money shall be 
in circulation in this country, what that money should 
bo used for — and how much that money shall cost 
the borrower, in the form of interest and discounts. 
Thus, it can either stimulate spending or restrain it 
— with all the possible impacts on the economy either 
course implies. 

A short time ago the Board's chairman, William 
McChesney Martin, Jr„ testified before -a Senate 
subcommittee. He made it clear that, In his view, 
the current "boom" has not gotten out of hand- 
but that there are some warning signs that spell 
the possibility of renewed inflation. Speaking of 
housing, for example, he said: "We are convinced 
that we're doing a disservice to householders and to 
tho community collectively if policies arc pursued, 
however inadvertienlly, which fail to recognize 
the pressures for credit which make the pace so 
fast that the pace cannot be sustained." He also said 
that, while every effort should be given to achiev- 
ing the highest possible level of employment, "Infla- 
tion will not create jobs that can bo sustained, but, 
quite tho contrary, will undermine the stability of 
existing jobs and will eventually probably create 
two unemployed for one unemployed that might be 
there if we had a more reasonable pace of endeavor." 
It is evident throughout Mr. Martin's remarks that 
the Board is watching developments in the field of 
credit with the utmost care. 

Such developments and considerations as these 
will have a potent influence on the economic state of 
tho nation in the year we are beginning. They are 
given full consideration in a forecast of what 1950 
will probably bring, which appears in U. S. News 
& World Report of December 9. 

The article begins: "All records for spending 
are likely to be broken* in 1950. After a rapid rise 
in 1055, the total of spending will average still higher 
in the year ahead. 

"The pattern and direction of that spending, 
however, probably will change." 

The principal fields in which declines are anti- 
cipated, the report goes on, are automobile sales 
and residential construction — due, at least in part, 
to tighter credit. That, obviously, will leave more 
money in the hands of consumers for other things — 
everyday living things, such as clothing and food. 
It is also believed that there will be much more 
spending for vacations, travel, and various other 
desired services. 



* Total 1950 spending (which is formally known 
as the gross national product) is put at $392,400,- 
000,000 by U. S. News, as compared with an estimated 
$387,100,000,000 for 1955. Currently spending is run- 
ning at close to the $400,000,000,00 a year rate, but it 
isn't expected that this will be maintained. 

It's interesting to note who will do the spending, 
and in what amoimts. Individuals^ tho U. S. News 
forecast says, will account for $258,000,000,000— well 
over 1955. Business will spend $50,000,000,000— un- 
der 1955. Government will enter the picture to the 
tune of $77,000,000,000— the same figure as in 1954, 

but some $1,400,000,000 above 1955.

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Dairy Farmers Given 
More Time to Request 
New Producer Status 

Dairy farmers who ship Grade A 
milk to the Chicago market will 
inavo an additional 15 days to re- 
quest a "new producer" status un- 
' oer the level production plan of 
milk production. 

A. L. McWllliams, general man- 
ager of Pure Milk Association said 
today that the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture announced the exten- 
sion of the deadline. Previously 
jhe deadline on requests was Dec 
31. The time was extended to Jan. 
15. .Requests must be made to the 
Federal Milk Market Administra- 
tor of Order 41 in Chicago. 

The level production plan is a 
part of the regulations of the Feder- 
al Marketing Order 41, This Order 
regulates Grade A milk handling in 
most milk plants in Wisconsin, 
Northern Illinois, and Northwest 
Indiana. 

Under the level production plan 
each dairy farmer sets a "base" 
through an average of his milk pro- 
duction during the months of Sep- 
tember, October and November. 
This base or average production re- 
ceives a higher price during the 
months of March, April, May and 
June. All milk produced over the 
Dase during these months receives 
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an "excess price" which is 40 cents 
a hundred lower. 

A dairy farmer may request a 
new producer status if his base is 
extremely low. Under the new pro- 
ducer status 65 per cent of his 
milk production, regardless of vol- 
ume, will receive a base price in 
March; 60 per cent in April and 55 
per cent in May and June. The 
rest of the milk will receive the 
excess price. 

The extension in the deadline on 
applying for a new producer status 
was requested by Pure Milk Asso- 
ciation /luring a Federal hearing 
held in Chicago on July 5.

MINNEAPOLIS— Out of the 
many thousands of worried people 
seeking examinations by heart spe- 
cialists, two out of every three per- 
sons will find they have been wor- 
rying over false symptoms mis- 
takenly associated with heart Im- 
pairments, says the medical de- 
partment of a large Insurance 
company. 

Since the President's attack, 
many specialists report a sharp 
increase in requests for heart 
checkups. This" is a wise precau- 
tion; if one's heart is impaired, 
the earlier this is discovered the 
better the chances of complete 
cure. If it is not impaired, a pecu- 
liarly destructive worry is halted 
which has itself ultimately caused 
many serious nervous troubles and 
actual organic aliments. 

Chest pains, either dull or of the 
sharp stabbing variety, do not nec- 
essarily indicate a heart condition 
but may result Instead from a 
score of other causes, such as di- 
gestive disturbances, nervousness, 
a rheumatic condition of the spine, 
or neuralgia of the chest muscles 
Mue to a cold. A prompt medical 
examination should be undergone, 
however, as the symptoms may in- 
dicate some condition which calls 
for treatment or a change In per- 
sonal habits, even though the heart 
Is not Involved.

commonly the result of over-use of 
alcohol, tobacco, coffee ,or caffein:

cularly in ( the younger age groups. 
Here, too, a change in personal 
habits, as advised by a physician, 
may be all that Is necessary for 
relief.

Better Than Ever

general health, an gouged by pre- 
vailing mortality nnd morbidity 
condJtlonii ns well as by the expec- 
tation of life, in bettor than over 
before despite the relatively short 
period that has elapsed since the 
devastating days of World War II, 
when there was widespread priva- 
tion of food, clothing, shelter and 
medical services. 

A survey of data from the United 
Nations and other sources con- 
cluded by Insurance statisticians 
show each of the countries studied 
has established a hew minimum 
death rate durlrfg the postwar per- 
iod. 

The death rate In France, for 
example, fell from 13.3 per 1,000 
In 1040 to 11.0 In 1054, as com- 
pared with IB per 1,000 In the Im- 
mediate prewar period. Similarly, 
In Italy the death rate was re- 
duced from 12.1 to 0.0 per 1,000 
between 1040 and 1054, which com- 
pared with an nvcrago of about 14 
per 1,000 In 1037-30. 

Now low death rates were cited 
for Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Western Germany, Netherlands, 
Norway, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, England and Wales, 
and Finland. Correspondingly, 
many of those countries also re- 
ported new records for expectation 
of life. 

The excellent postwar health 
record of Western Europe may re- 
flect, In part, the weeding out of 
Impaired lives during the war. But 
generally the gains have resulted 
mainly from such planned activi- 
ties as tho restoration, soon after 
the war, of medical, hospital, and 
public health services, and tho 
subsequent expansion and Improve- 
ment of these services. 

Wide use of the recent advances 
In medicine, Including the antibio- 
tics and other drugs, and greatly 
Increased food supply which has 
raised nutritional level of the popu- 
lation also have been Important 
factors, It Is noted. 



Diamond-Studded 
Smog Investigator 

LOS ANGELES— A baloon-borno 
"diamond-studded" device which 
etches meteorological data on a 
smoked glass plate Is one of the 
latest Instruments being used In 
smog studies. 

Developed by Don-T, Hillcory, 
UCLA meteorologist, the devlca Is 
known as a meteorograph. 

The Instrument was brought into 
tho smog picture by tho Air PolU-_ 
Udn Foundation and threjs iflUclT 
will be used In Los Angeles'Courity 
to probe the invasion layer. This is 
the layer of hot ah- over- cold air 
that periodically clamps a lid on 
pollutants In the Los Angeles basis, 
trapping smog. ; 

Heart of the instrument, which Is 
designed to be attached to a cap- 
tive balloon, is a tiny "railway" 
car. Tho car, which Is drawn by a 
clock mechanism, moves along at 
the snail's pace of a quarter of an 
Inch an hour. The smoked glass 
plate li carried by the car and thus 
data Is plotted on it against time. 

Three mechanisms register, re- 
spectively, temperature, pressure 
and humidity. A recording arm 
with a diamond point is attached 
to each mechanism and etches 
responses from the mechanisms on 
the smoked glass plate.
